Is not your paying them wages, and 
giving chem tyches, a greater witueſi for them then your preaching 
them dow in words 18 againſt chem, and may they not herein te- 
joice over you? Chriſt is not herein your example, which for this 
end was bonn, and far this cad came into the ward, to hear witneis

him muſt Rand as well in works, as in words, who love the truth 
more then their lives or liberties, goods or eſtates, and are valiant for 
it upon the earth, which cannot be ſubject to the powers of darkneſs, 
nor the Rulers of the darkneſs of this world, but believeth that what- 
ſoever they deny for Chriſt in this life , they ſhall receive a hundred 
fold,&in the world to come life everlaſting. And theſe are they whom 
the Father will exerciſe with his holy ſpirit, in the gathering his ſeed 
fromthe ends of the earth, and for the turning of many to rigkteouſ- 
neſs ; and ſuch ſhall ſhine as the ſtars in the firmament of Heaven, 
when as the falſe and deceitful witneſſes ſhall be turned into dark- 
neſs, becauſe their teſtimony is not able to endure the tryal; for the

- way their Braſſe and Pewter out of their Houſes, taking away their 
Bedding off their Beds, even off the childrens Beds : Such a horri- 
ble thing was never ſeen in 7/r4e/zfor the Priefts Robbery was not ſo

2 then, as now; for they did never fo fpoile men goods, nor de- 
roy mens Eſtates, nor impriſon mens bodies, as now in England 
the prieſts have done; ſo that they do not onely exceed the falſe pro- 
phets of Iſrael, but alſo all the Robbers both in Iſcael and in Eng- 
land, hath not ſpoiled ſo much Goods and Cattel as they have done 
within cheſt Eye yeers, ſome without any Law, or pretente of Laws 
and others by falſe oaths and falſe witneſſes, and the Law not per- 
mitting a man to give ina true witneſſe except he will ſwears con- 
trary to Chriſts command, who ſaith, Swear not at ail: which ſwears 
ing is as great a fin as bearing of a falſe witneſs. And by theſe things 
do they ſeek to wearout the Saints of the Moft High Godyfirſt take- 
ing away a mans Goods, and then caſting him into priſonz - as Chriſt 
ſaid to the Saints, ſo isit me to paſs in theſe dayes alſo amongſt 
us, The Devil chall caft ſome of you intopriſon, and you thall have tribu. 
lation ten datt: If the Devil now, or his Miniſters or Meſſengers of 
Satan, be permitted to caſt ſome into priſon, or bring — 
upon others, do they therefore think that we will yeild to the devil, 
ot to his Meſſengers, that we may be free ſrom tribulation and impri- 
ſonment? Nay, that is not the price of our redemption; nor way of 
deliverance; for that which was written before-time, was written for 
our learning, which through ſuffering, and patient continuing in wel 
doing, we have learned;without which we could never have — 
nor known Chrifts words fulfilled as they are;therefore happy is chat 
day wherein the everlaſting love of God is broken forth unto us, in 
bringing us his children, pröphets, & holy apoſtles, to rejoice over the 
falſe prophets, and falſe teachers, though they ſpoil out Goods, and 
impriſon our bodyes, yet we can rejoice over them, aud ſuffer the 
ſpoiling of our Goods with joy, knowing that this is for a teſtimony 
againſt them, by which the reproach which the Lord will bring up- 
on them, will appear to all men. And this is ſe far from ſilencein 
our teſtimony againſt them, that it doth daylie renew itz ſo that if 
that which is paſt were forgotten, their daylie abominations doth 
ſo increaſe, that a teſtimony muſt be continued againſt them; for 
of chem the Scripture is true, which ſaith , Evil men and deceivers 
wax worſe and worſe; for the deceivers in former ages was never ſo bad, 
as by force to take away the goods of thoſe that would not heare 
them, and take away their lives by impriſonment,as ſome have done, 
becauſe they could not pay them tythes, as this Record of the unjuſt 
ſufferings will make manifeſt.

Vpon the 23. day of the firſt Month, 1657. late in the Evening, 
William Amoſi, and John Mead, (called Churchwardens in the pa- 
riſh of Streat) with two men more, (called Bailifts ) came to the 
Houſes of the perſons hereafter mentioned, and tooke away their 
goods (as they ſaid ) for the Houſe which they called the Church; 
and becauſe for conſcience-ſake we could not repair their Bells, or 
uphold their Church, we ſuffer the ſpoiling of our goods, as appears 
by the Relation following. 

From Henry Gwndry for. ten (hillings eleven pence demanded, 
they took away thirty one pounds of Bacon, worth fix pence the

ſhillings four pence : Sd that they neither ſpare poor VVidows, nor 
fitherlefſe children, but devours their Houſes , ſpoiles their Goods, 
and makes their prey upon them. 7 

Alſo William Shephard of Walton, inthe ſame County, was ſum- 
moned to appear that ſixth day of the third month, 1657. at the 
Exchequer, where he appeared, and there was nothing charged a- 

ainſt him, although he waited ſeveral dayes. | 

From John Dundo of He/lowtrow in the ſame County, for ſe- 
venteen ſhillings ten pence demanded for tythes,was taken from him 
one pound ſeventeen ſhillings ten pence, by Order of Ieh Hippeſley 
and Kichard Ioænei two of thoſe in Commiſſion to do juſtice ir the 
ſame County. 

From Iohn Cole of Farrington, for one ſhilling ſix pence demand- 
ed for mending of the Steeplchouſe,had taken a braſſe Kettle worth 
ſix ſhillings, in the year 1656. 

Likewiſe Thowas Loſcombeſor two ſhillings eight pence dem inded 
of him for the redairing of the Steeplehouſe at QueeneCamel!, the 
Churchwardens ¶ fo called] took away one braſſe pan to the value 
of thirty ſhillings; and ſince the ſaid Thomas Loſcombe was commit- 
ted to priſon, becauſe for conſcience ſake he could not take an oath 
when 6 "rn as a Surveyor for the high-wayes in the ſoreſaid 
pariſh of Queen Camel, and hath continued a Priſoner neere eight 
Moneths, where he remains to this day. 

And all theſe ſufferings are ſuſtained by us who cannot be confor- 
formable to the heatheniſh cuſtomes, and traditional worſhips of the 
world, neither can we give them our gold or ſilver to repair or up- 
bold the Idols temple, where the unknown God is ignorantly wor- 
ſhipped by them whoſe {dolatry and ſuperſtition is made manifeſt to, 
and denyed by the children of Light, whoſeſouls are ſubject ¶ for 
conſcience ſake ] to the higher power. 

At Streatein the county of Sommerſer, at a court held for Iohn 1Whi- 
tington, in the yeer 165 7. there wete preſent Iohn Pittman, and Iaſper 
Batt, who are called Quakers, who for conſcience fake could not 
ſwear, and allo one Hl. Amoſi; who is noQuaker,likewiſe refuſed 

to 
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to ſwear; and the faid Pittman and Batt were bythe Steward fined 
twenty ſhillings a piece, but Will. Amoſs was not fined at 
all. 


Chriſtopher Pittard and George Taylor, riding through Il heſter to 
a Meeting to worſhip the Lord, (about fix miles from their dwel- 
lings) had their Horſes taken from them. U 

On the firſt day of the Week likewiſe, Thomas Buds wife riding 
to the aforeſaid Meeting four miles from her dwelling , Reb. Hunt, 
and John Cary, called Juſtices , directed a Warrant for the levying 
ten ſhillings by diſtreſſe on 7 bo. Buds goods for riding four miles 
ta the VVorſhip of God. 


Hillary Term [ ſo called] the 11th. Month, 1655. I made my 
perſonal appearance at Weſtminſter before tBe Barons uf the Exche- 
quer, to anſwer a Bill exhibited againſt me for non-payment of 
tythes, at the Complaint of Thomas Ladd, Prieſt of Safe in the 
County of Semmerſet. To which Bill I anſwered; but becauſe I 
could not for conſcience ſake fwear, and ſo return my Anſwer upon 
Oath, a VVrit or Warrant was iſſued forth againft me, ſigned by Ro- 
bert Hunt, being then high Sheriff of the County aforeſaid; by ver- 
Tue whereof I was — in a Meeting at Rain ham the 26. day 
of the firſt Month, 165 6. and fo carryed to Ivelche fler priſon, whete 
I have been kept, and remains a priſoner to this day.

Ichard Myers ſor the value of three pounds tythe, demanded as- 
Rive to Prieſt Show,was by a Writ caſt into priſon,& there temain- 
ed prifoner two years and five me nths, and in that time of impriſon- 
ment for the ame thing was ſued up to London to anſwer it, and 
thereupon be had liberty from the Sheriff to go to make his appear- 
ance;&after that he had made his appearance at London, & was freed 
ſrom his impri ſonment by Order, he was again ſummoned to appear 
at the Aſſiſe at Lancaſter, to anſwer to the — thing: & the prieſt got 
a Judgement againſt him and for the value of three pounds, took a- 
way ſrom him five Beaſts worth fiſteen pounds; and the Bailiff for ſix 
pence (which he demanded as due for warning him to the Seſſions) 
took from him a pan worth ten fhillings. So the Prieſts and Bailifls, 
and all Covetous Oppreſſors agree in cauſing the harmleſs to 
ſuffer, who ows.no man any thing but loye. 

Richard Ashburnerfor two paunds oneſhilling and three pence, 
had taken from him a Horſe and a Cow worth ſix pounds eighteen 
ſhillings four pence; and when they had taken this, they ſaid they 
wanted ſeven — 4 three pence of their ſum,and for that the prieſt 
Show cauſed the body of Richard Aihburner to be taken within ten 
dayes after, and to be put in cloſe priſon, and there to be kept until 
hedyed, —— 

Thomas Fell for one pound four ſhillings, had taken from him two 
Horſes worth four pounds. 

lane Chambers for the value of one pound fix ſhillings eight 
pence, had takenfrom him a Horſe worth four pounds. 

William Simpſon for the value of ſeventeen ſhillings , had taken 
from him a Mare worth four pounds; for the prieſts uſe. 

Again Thomas Fell by the ſame prieſt had his Corn taken away 
off his ground; for the prieſts ſervants carries peoples corn away up- 
on their backs, and breaks down their Hedges and Walls like thieves, 
and yet is not puniſhed; and when they had taken away his Corn off 
his ground, they took from him a young Oxe worth two pounds ſe- 
ven ſhillings. 

Again , Tho. Fell had three Sheepe taken from him forthe ſame 
prieſt, ſor the like things.

das. Cleaton (for three ſhillings fix pence demanded as due for © 
eythes } was ſummoned to anſwer at Lancaſter, where he caſt the 
pricſt; andthe prick did again renew the ſuir, and by the Oath of a 
falte Witneſs, one Symond Afount, who did ſweat to that which he did 
not ſee, as was confe{icdia the Court afreryards; upon which Evan 
Walls Steward of the County. Court, gave out a Iudgement for ten 
ſhillings fax pence, for which they took a Mare worth lix pounds. So 
here is lix pounds taken for three ſhillings fix pence tythe, which is 
thirty four tunes the value, and more.

James Taylor, The. Atkinſon Richard Brinn, Richard Roper, 1obn 
Barrow, Alexander Rigge, Lawrane Newion, George Garnet, William 
Pull, for denying to pay tythes, was ſued up to anſwer inthe Com- 
mon-Pleas, in the year r6« 5.wherethey appeared to bear a true wit- 
neſs for the Lord againſt them, and their adverſarie not bringing in 
his Bill againſt them, was by the Court ordered to pay them four 

unds ten ſhillings, which was brought unto chem; bat they denyed 

is money, that ſo their innocent and clean lives might tand a wit- 
neſſe againſt their Enemies cruelty. But again the next Term their E- 
nemy (Tho. Pri fon of H aulcar, Eſq;) ſued them again into the Ex- 
chequer, and all, excepting Rich. Kopey, for the ſame thing, where 
they dict appear to give their teſtimony againſt tythes, and alfs agninſt 
his lying Declaration againſt them; but they were not permitted to 
give in their true teſtimony except they would ſwear, and ſo tranſgre ſe 
the command of Chriſt, who ſaith, Swear not at all, And again for 
the fame tythes in the yeer 1656. they were ſued in the Court in the 
ſaid Pariſh of Cartma/,and there proceeded againſt them; and from 
James Taylor took a H-r(e, and from Richard Frittan another Horſe, 
and apprehended the bodies of Thomas Athinſon and Iohn Barrow, 
by a Warrant from Joh. Starkey, and ſo was caſt into priſon , and 
when they were in priſon, they took away a cow from Tohn Barrow;ſo ' 
that he was both impriſoged, and had his goods taken for the ſame 
thing.

firſt prieſt that ſwore againſt the truth , and the Miniſters of it in its 
appearance in Cancachire, and hath continued in ſwearing and lying 
againſt the truth ever ſince, and {2 (as the Scripture ſaith of eyil men) 
is grown worſe and worſe and by his Oath, and the reſt that joyned 
with him in the Devils work, vix. to ſwear, and that falſly, have cau- 
fed to be taken from the ſaid Thomas Leaper, four beaſts worth four- 
1 and the value of the tythes was but four pounds four 
ullings. 

Robert Walker, Tho. Commin, Geo. $ tyth, Tho. Green, Richard Wea- 
ver, was all fined ten ſhillings a piece at a Court holden at Lancaſter, 
by the Mayor and Bailiffs, — they could not ſear, and two of 
the firſt had goods taken from them worth one pound ten ſhillings; 

And thus may all ſee how they make havock of the Church. 

The. Pearſon tor tythe of the value of one pound thirteen ſhillings 
four pence, had taken from him a Cow worth four pounds. 

And again the ſaid Tho. Pearſon, was ſummoned to the Court at 
Kendall by William Carnet, who brought with him a man fora wit- 
neſs, which ſwole that Tha, Pearſon Had four acres of Corn that 
year, but aſterwards confeſſed in the open Court that he had ſworn 
falſly, and that T. P. Bad but two acres and 8 half; yet notwithſtand- 
ing Ibn Archer, and Tho. Brathwaite, called Iuſtices, gave ſorth a 
Iudgement tg diſtrain his goods upon this falſe evidence. 

_ Edw. Harriſon {or the yalue of one pound ſeventeen ſhillings, had 
taken ſrom him a Horſe and forniture worth: fix pounds ten ſhil-

Again the ſaid Edward for tythe of the value of ſixteen ſhillings,

Vill. geaman ſummoned to a Court at Brumſwell in Suffo/k, and 
becauſe he could not ſwear, had a Mare taken from him worth fix 
pounds, by Order from Iohn Sayer Steward of the Court. 4 

Saul when he was a perſecutor, never made ſuch hayock of the 
Churches as theſe prieſts do, nor any that we read of did ever fo ſpoil 
the Saints Goods as theſe have done; but this is a time in which the 
Lord is making them manifeſt unto all men, as the Scripture

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The Prieſts and Teachers hath told people, and perſwaded them, 
and made them believe they did not make it their end to teach for 
money and for tythes,for Eaſter-Reckonings and Midſummer-Dues; 
but now they have ſhewed themſelves to all ſorts of people, and made 
maniſeſt themſelves to the whole Nation that that is their end, for 
preaching for tythes, for money, for Eaſter-reckonings, Midſummer- 
dues, and Offerings; they have — covered under that cover- 
ing, and covered themſelves with that, in ſay ing that that was not 


their end; but now have they declared it in the Courts of the Nation 


in haling people before Magiſtrates, and ſummoning them up to their 
Courts a hundred or two hundred miles, and caſting them into pri- 
ſon for tythes and maintenance till death; yea, ſuch as they do not 
preach to, and do no work for, which the like was never heard of a- 
mong{ the falſe prophets and falſe apoſtles ſince the world began, 
driveing away poor mens Cattel, diſtraining their goods, taking a- 
way their Horſes,and Oxen,and Plow-geere,with which they ſhould 
plow the Land, and their Cows which ſhould give their children 
milk, many having not a Cow left to give their poor children milk 
for ſuſtenance; and ſome have had their barns broken open,and have 
had their Corn threſht out, and made ſpoil on at the Priefts pleaſure; 
and others that have had ſomething to kill for the uſe of their Fami- 
lies, which the prieſts have taken away alſo at their pleaſure , and 
made hayock of; and ſuch as have a better Horſe, Bullock or Cow 
then ordinary for their own uſe, ſuch the pri:ſts makes choice of for 
their ſpoil, and take them from people whom they do no work for, 
at their pleaſure, that the good ſavor is loſt, and their profeſſion and 
religion is become loathſome to all the ſober and moderate people 
that fears God; that the Teachers of the Nation are become the grea- 
teſt troublers of the people in the Courts of the Nation, ang the 
greateſt caſters into priſon in the Nation for their bellies and mainte- 
nance, ſuch as they do no work for, or fer ſpeaking to them; and 
there is but a few Magiſtrates in the Nation that truly fears God, that 
are brought to take notice of theſe things and doings; the Lord open 
their eyes and underſtandings that they may ſee ir , and themſelves; 
for the cry of the oppreiſed hath long been in our Land: ſo unlike the 
Prophets, Chrift, and the Apoſtles, have the Teachers of this Nation 
been, that they have turned againſt them that have been ſound in the 
life of the Prophets, Chriſt, and the Apoſtles Doctrine.
